Tourism industry refers to all activities related to the short-term 
movement of people to locations away from where they usually stay. It is 
a global industry, which includes hotels industry, transport industry and 
a number of additional industries. It is vital to understand that tourism 
industry is linked to movement to different locations, based not only on 
leisure, but also on business and some additional travel goals. 

According to the most common definitions, tourism industry does 
not cover activities related to travel where the person intends to stay 
in their destination for longer than one year. As an example, this means 
that expatriates and long-term international students are not technically 
classified as tourists. 

Tourists may be motivated to travel by a range of different factors, such as 
refreshment of body and mind, or the pursuit of excitement, entertainment 
or pleasure. Alternatively, travellers may be driven by cultural curiosity, self- 
improvement, business, or by a desire to visit friends and family, or to form 
new relationships. While business travellers are usually classified as tourists, 
itis worth noting that many definitions of the word exclude those who travel 
with the intention of making an income in the place that they travel to. 

Tourism offers a wide range of benefits, including economic benefits 
for countries that attract a large number of visitors, due to the money 
they spend on local businesses. It also provides a large number of jobs for 


people working in the transport and hospitality industries.

Ramadan is a very special time for Muslims all over the world. Observing 
Ramadan is very important for all Muslims. During Ramadan, all Muslims 
over the age of 12, with some exceptions, are expected to fast between 
dawn and sunset. 

During Ramadan, the day starts early so that people can eat a pre-fast 
meal before dawn. This meal, called Suhoor, is important as it will keep them 
going through the day. During daylight hours, fasting Muslims cannot eat 
food or drink water or any other drink. This is particularly difficult as the 
day can be very long. People who live in Polar Regions, where daylight can 
last 22 hours or more, can choose to follow the dawn and sunset times in 
Mecca or a nearby country where the sky is dark at night. 

Children under the age of 12, people who are travelling, elderly people, 
pregnant women and others where it may affect their health are exempt 
from fasting. Those who can't fast for any reason can offer to feed poor 
people for each day they miss during Ramadan. 

Muslims fast during Ramadan to bring them closer to God and to remind 
them of the suffering of people who are less fortunate than themselves. 
Fasting is an exercise in self-control. As well as not eating, drinking or 
smoking, Muslims try to avoid bad actions, like talking about people 
behind their backs or using bad language.

People have been playing sports in Egypt for thousands of years. 

There are pictures that show the Ancient Egyptians boxing, weight-lifting, 
swimming, and doing athletics. They also showed boat races. 

Ancient Egyptians' children also played with toys, and many of their 
games are still enjoyed by young people in the present day. Boys and 
girls did not play together, and their different sports reflected the values 
expected of the sexes: boys were frequently seen wrestling, rowing, boxing, 
or playing competitive team sports like field hockey, while girls were 
depicted juggling, engaged in gymnastics and gymnastic dance. Girls and 
boys were taught to swim at an early age, and both were depicted in this 
sport and in boating. 

There were team sports, too, and players used balls that were made 
from papyrus and leather. We also learned about these sports from ancient 
texts. The rules which we use today have been followed since ancient 
times. The ancient Egyptians had referees to check that sports were 
played correctly and there were uniforms and sports equipment for the 
competitors. Pharaohs and important people used to watch the sport with 
many other spectators. Losers were congratulated for taking part and there 
were awards and prizes for the winners. They were given something like 
today's medals, with different colours showing if they were first, second, 
or third.
